Accused Boston bomber 
to face 30 charges 


BOSTON (AFP) - AUS grand 
jury on Thursday indicted 
teenager Dzhokhar Tsamaev 
on 30 counts in connection 
with the April double bomb 
attack on the Boston marathon 
that killed three people and in¬ 
jured more than 360 

The counts include using a 
weapon of mass destruction 
and causing death by bombing 
a public place. Federal prose¬ 
cutors said 17 of the marges 
carry a possible death penalty. 

Tsamaev is to be formally 
arraigned in Boston district 
court on July 10, prosecutors 
said in a statement announc¬ 
ing the charges after weeks of 
questioning the man at Ins 
prison hospital bedside. 

Tsamaev and Ins brother 
Tamerlan are accused of leav¬ 
ing two pressure cooker 
bombs at the marathon finish 
line on April 15 that sprayed 
nails and other metal debris 
into the huge crowds 

The ethnic Chechen Mus¬ 
lim brothers are also said to 
have killed a campus police 
officer at Massachusetts Insti¬ 
tute of Technology during the 
giant manhunt that followed 

Tamerlan, 26, was killed in 
a gun battle with police four 
days after the attack. Hours 
later, Dzhokhar, 19, was found 
in a boat in a Boston suburb 
back garden and caught after 
another showdown. 

The university student suf¬ 
fered a bullet wound to Ins 
throat and was said to be only

The indictment says that 
while hiding in the boat, the 
critically wounded Tsamaev 
wrote on it: "The US govern¬ 
ment is lolling innocent civil¬ 
ians. 11 

"I can't stand to see such 
evil gD unpunished," he 
added "We Muslims are Dne 
body, you hurt one, you hurt 
us all." 

Charges announced by 
prosecutors include use of a 
weapon of mass destruction 
resulting in death bombing a 
public place resulting in death, 
malicious destruction of prop¬ 
erty resulting in death, using a 
firearm causing death and car¬ 
jacking. 

The indictment alleges that 
the brothers conspired to carry 
out the attack on the 117th 
Boston Marathon from Febru¬ 
ary tins year. 

Video released by police at 
the time showed two young 
men walking calmly through 
die crowds to place backpacks 
which it later emerged con- 
tame d pre s sure c o oker b omb s. 

The bombs were detonated 
seconds apart, kilimg a boy a 
Chinese student and a woman 
restaurant manager At least 
13 of tlie injured had limbs 
torn off. 

The bombs "were designed 
to shred skin, shatter bone, 
and cause extreme pain and 
suffering, as well as death," 
said the indictment.

US warns of 'grave* impact 
if Ecuador t akes in 
Snowden 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States on Thursday 
warned Ecuador it would cre¬ 
ate " grave difficulties" in bi¬ 
lateral toes if Quito grants 
asylum to fugitive US intelli¬ 
gence leaker Edward Snow¬ 
den 

Eut a US official also de¬ 
nied that a bilateral trade pact 
was being used as "blackmail" 
in the case, insisting that 
Washington wanted to main¬ 
tain a good economic relation¬ 
ship with Quito 

"What would not be a goo d 
tiring is them granting Mr 
Snowden asylum That would 
have grave difficulties for our 
bilateral relationship/ acting 


deputy State Department 
spokesman Patiick Ventreli 
said. 

“If they take that step, that 
would have very negative 
repercussions." 

Ecuador dropped out of a 
trade pact with the United 
States on Thursday claiming it 
had become an instrument of 
"blackmail as Quito consid¬ 
ers Snowden's asylum request. 

But Ventreli said the pref¬ 
erential trade program, which 
covers key Ecuadoran exports

Rachel Jeantel, 19, a close 
friend of Martin's who said 
she was on the phone with 
lnm during Ins final minutes 
alive, testified that the un¬ 
armed teen said he was b emg 
pursued and appeared to have 
been accosted during the fatal 
encounter on a rainy night in 
F eb ru any o f I ast ye ar. 

According to Jeantel, 
Martin told her during their 
phone call that "he was being 
fallowed by a creepy ass 
cracker" — a p ej orative term 
employed by some African- 
Americans to r efer to whites. 

In hours of testimony that 
spanned aver two days, Jean¬ 
tel recounted that she was 
chatting on the phone with 
Martin as he walked through 
the gated community, when 
he b ecame aware that he was 
being followed. 

She said she heard an 
angry exchange of words, in¬ 
cluding M artin demanding of 
the man "why you following 
me for?" 

"A hard-breathing man," 
she said, responded "what are 


you doing around here?" 

Jeantel testified that there 
were "noises" and that she 
heard the teen yell "get off, 
get off. The phone cal then 
cut a ff 

During cross-examination, 
Zimmerman's defense attor¬ 
ney Don West noted minor 
inconsistencies in the account 
of the story Jeantel told on 
the witness stand and what 
she .said in the days immedi¬ 
ately following the shooting. 

Martin, 17, w r as visiting a 
family friend in the neighbor¬ 
hood and was coming back 
from a convenience stare just 
before his run-in with Zim¬ 
merman. 

The son of an American 
father and a Peruvian mother, 
Zimmerman has denied any 
racial motive in the killing, 
saying he shot Martin, only 
bee aus e he fe are d In s li fe w r as 
in danger. 

A jury of six women is 
hearing the second degree 
murder trial of Zimmerman, 
a case that inflamed racial 
tensions in the United States. 

Flonda investigators ini¬ 
tially opted not tD press 
charges in the case, setting off 
a furor, with Martin’s support¬ 
ers alleging racism and point¬ 
ing to the fact that the teenager 
was carrying no weapon at the 
time of Ins death and had no 
criminal record

reform bill that aims to put 11 
million undocumented peo¬ 
ple on a path to citizenship. 

Chants of "Yes we didl" 
erupted from the public gal¬ 
leries after senators voted 5S- 
32 to approve the landmark 
legislation, which bolsters 
border security, revamps 
legal immigration and re¬ 
quires a 13-year wait before 
those without papers can 
apply for citizenship. 

President Barack Obama 
hailed the vote, saving 
"Today, with a strong biparti¬ 


san vote, the United States 
Senate delivered for the 
Amen c an p eo pi e, b ringing u s 
a critical step closer to fixing 
our broken immigration sys¬ 
tem once and for all." 

F d urte en Rep ubl l c an s

China, S. Korea agree to push N.Korea 
denuclearisation 


BEIJING (AFP) - China aid 
South Korea will keep pushing 
to end North Korea's nuclear 
programme, their leaders de¬ 
clared at a high-profile sum¬ 
mit between Pyongyang's 
closest ally and its key rival. 

"We have agreed that 
under any circumstances. 
North Korea's nuclear 
(weapons) are unacceptable 
and confirmed that the denu¬ 
clearisation of' tire Korean 
peninsula rs of common inter¬ 
est for the two countries," 
South Korean President Park 
Geun-Hye told reporters as 
she sat beside Chinese Presi¬ 
dent Xi Jinping. 

China has previously sup¬ 
ported North Korea's denu¬ 
clearisation and is the chair of 
a multinational forum -- the 
six-pally talks -- aimed at 
achieving it, but has also 
tended to prioritise regional 
stability, for decades acting as 
the sole major ally and eco¬ 
nomic lifeline to the unpre¬ 
dictable North 

South Korea which does 


not have nuclear weapons, and 
ally the United States, have 
made it clear they will never 
accept the idea of North Korea 
as a nuclear state, and insist 
Pyongyang must show a tan¬ 
gible commitment to aban¬ 
doning its nuclear weapons if 
it wants substantive talks. 

Bo tli have pressured 
China to use more ofitslever¬ 
age to rein in Pyongyang 

Xi, for his pait, described 
the situation on the divided 
p emnsula as" currently chang¬ 
ing in a positive direction", 
apparently referring to recent 
offers by Pyongyang to pursue 
dialogue, including hinting at 
a return to long-stalled six-na¬ 
tion nuclear talks aimed at 
shuttering its nuclear pro¬

The forum — winch 
groups North Korea, China, 
South Korea Japan, Russia 
and the United States -- is

Tile North appears m recent 
months to have moderated its 
stance after a senes of belli¬ 
cose statements and gestures 
against the South and the US 
early this year, including 
threats of nuclear war. 

In February the North car¬ 
ried due its third underground 
nuclear test in defiance of UN 
Security Council resolutions, 
sending tensions soaring and 
raising fears of possible con¬ 
flict. 

While a planned meeting 
with South Korea earlier tins 
month fell through, Py¬ 
ongyang has offered direct 
talks with Washington and has 
sent two envoys to Beijing 
since late May to express a 
willingness for dialogue 

China's relationship with 
North Korea -- famously de¬ 
scribed by Mao Zedong as 
being as close as "lips and 
teeth' -- was forged in the 
1950-53 Korean War which 
China entered to prevent the 
North s total defeat.

Portugal hit by general 
strike against austerity 


LISBON (AFP) - Public trans¬ 
port crawled to a standstill and 
flights were grounded m Portu¬ 
gal Thursday as workers staged 
their fourth general strike in 
two years against austerity 
measures adopted in return for 
a massive international bailout 

"This is an exceptional strike 
in terms of worker participa¬ 
tion," said Armenia Carlos, the 
head of the country's biggest 
union, die Communist-led Gen¬ 
eral Confederation of Por¬ 
tuguese Workers. 

Portugal's second-largest 
union, the General Union of 
Workers, winch had worked 
with the government on a re¬ 
form of the labour code, sec¬ 
onded the strike call, a sign of 
dwm dlmg p atien: e with sp end¬ 
ing cuts and tax increases 

Its secretary general Carlos 
Silva said “the goals of the 
strike have been reached", 
claiming that five million peo¬ 
ple followed the stoppage, or 
hal f □ f die activ e popul ati on

just five months after Prune 
Minister Pedro Passes Coelho's

Defiant Ecuador drops US trade 
deal over Snowden case 


QUITO (AFP) - A defiant 
Ecuador chopped out o f a trade 
pact with die United States on 
Thursday, claiming it had be¬ 
came an instrument of “black¬ 
mail as Quito considers 
asylum for fugitive US intelli¬ 
gence leaker Edward Snow¬ 
den. 

Hie leftist government also 
offered die United States $23 
million m "economic aid" for 
"human rights training" to pre¬ 
vent attacks on people's pri¬ 
vacy, torture and extrajudicial 
executions 

"Ecuador unilaterally and ir¬ 
revocably renounces these 
preferential customs tariff 
lights," Communications Min¬ 
ister Fernando Alvarado said, 
reading a government state¬ 
ment. 


“Ecuador does not. accept 
pressure or threats from any¬ 
one, and does not trade on 
principles or make them con¬ 
tingent on commercial inter¬ 
ests, even if tirose interests are 
important," he said. 

The government of leftist 
President Rafael Correa said 
that while it had received the 
preferential nghts in exchange 
for its cooperation in the war 
on drugs, they had become a 
“new instrument of black¬ 
mail. “ 

The preferential trade pro¬ 
gram, which covers key 
Ecuadoran exports such as 
fresh-cut roses, fruits, vegeta¬ 
bles and tuna, was set to expire 
dii July 31 unless the US Con¬ 
gress renewed it 
The arrangement, which 


dates back to die early 1990s, 
originally benefited four An¬ 
dean nations, and Ecuador was 
the last country still participat¬ 
ing in it. But analysts have 
warned that Washington may 
refuse to renew it if Quito 
grants asylum to Snowden 

The United States is 
Ecuador's mam trade partner, 
buying 40 percent of the An¬ 
dean nation's exports, or the 
equivalent of $9 billion per 
year. 

The 30-year-old Snowden, a 
former National Security 
Agency contractor who em¬ 
barrassed the government of 
US President Barack Obama 
by revealing details of vast In¬ 
ternet and phone surveillance 
programs, has requested asy¬ 
lum from Ecuador.

LONDON (AFP) - Novak 
Djokovic avoided he earning 
die late si star ud crash out of 
Wimbledon as the world num¬ 
ber one recovered from a slow 
s tart to defe at Am eric an qu all - 
her Bobby Reynolds 7-6 (7/2), 
6-3, 6-1 in the second round 
on Thursday. 

Wlul e sever al d f Dj ok ovi o' s 
title rivals have fallen foul of 
the shock defeats and injury 
withdrawals that have rocked 
Wimbledon over the last four 
days, the 26-year-oldhas pro¬ 
gressed serenely to the last 32 
and is yet to drop a set. 

Both Roger Federer and 
Rafael Nadal suffered stun¬ 
ning losses at the hands of un¬ 
heralded opponents in the 
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other half of the draw, leaving 
Djokovic as the only former 
Wimbledo n ch ampi on 1 eft 

And a defeat for Djokovic 
111 Ins first meeting with 
Reynolds, the world number 
156, would have been just as 
shocking 

But, although the Serb never 
hit peak form, he did enough 
to see off lus obdurate oppo¬ 
nent with 41 winners and 12 
aces in one hour and 56 min¬ 
utes. 

Djokovic will play French 
2Sth seed Jeremy Chardy or 
German qualifier Jan-Lennard 
Struff for a place in the last 16. 

"It’s a bit strange that so 
many top players last in one or 
two days," Djokovic said 

"All the lower-ranked play¬ 
ers have an extra mo hvafion to 
perform their best, they have 
no tiling to lose 

"I need to be extra-careful 
and with the roof closed it was 
a bit different, 1 needed some 
time to adjust to the condi¬ 
tions. 

Reynolds' exit was one of 


the least surprising results in 
an o tli erwi se sko ck-fi.ll e d 
week, but it did cany historic 
significance as there will be no 
American men in the Wimble¬ 
don third round for the first 
timem ID 1 years. 

Djokovic arrived at the All 
England Club last week des¬ 
perate to erase the bitter mem¬ 
ories of Ins French Open 
semi-final defeat against 
Nadal earlier tins month and 
tli at setback in Pans will soon 
be a distant memory if he con¬ 
tinues m tins form 

The Serb had made success 
at Roland Cairo s In stop prior- 
lty tins year, but a second 
Wimbledon crown to follow 
Ins triumph in 2011 would be 
a more than acceptable conso¬ 
lation prize 

With rain plaguing the All 
England Club for the first time 
this week, Djokovic would 
have been pleased to he sched¬ 
uled under the Centre Court 
root allowing him to progress 
without having to wait around 
for the weather to improve. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Former 
New England Patriots star 
Aaron Hernandez, charged 
with murder m the shooting 
death of a man who se bloodied 
body was found less than a mile 
from Ins home, was denied b ail 
on Thursday 

Hernandez was arrested on 
Wednesday and held cm a mur¬ 
der charge in the death of Odin 
Lloyd on June 17. 

He pleaded not guilty but 
less than two hours after the 22- 
year-old tight end was arrested 
and led from his $1.7 million 
house m handcuffs, the NFL's 
Patriots cut ties with him 

On Thursday, Hernandez's 
defense team, led by Michael 
Fee, made an appeal for Her¬ 
nandez to be released on bail. 

Defense attorney James Sul¬ 
tan argued that Hernandez's 
celebrity would not allow him 
to free, and said Ins lack of a 
criminal record should be con¬ 
sidered. 

Sup erior C ourt Ju dge Rene e 
Duplas disagreed. 

In addition to first-degree 
murder, Hernandez faces five 


carrying a firearm without a li¬ 
cense and possession of a large- 
capacity firearm. 

On Wednesday prosecutor 
William McCauley had told a 
packed hearing that Hernandez 
and two unidentified associates 
had murdered Lloyd in an exe¬ 
cution-style slaying because he 
was angry his friend had spo¬ 
ken with people he "had trou¬ 
bles with." 

McCauley said Hernandez 
"orchestrated 1 Lloyd's execu¬ 
tion. Suspicion fell on Hernan¬ 
dez almost immediately after 
die discovery of the 27-year-old 
Lloyd's body 

The Boston Globe and ABC 
News both reported Thursday 
that Hernandez is also b eing in¬ 
vestigated m connection with 
the July 201H dnve-by shooting 
deaths of two men, Daniel 
Abreu and Safino Furtado. 

Hernandez, who has played 
three seasons far the Patriots, 
re ceived a $ 12.5 million b onus 
when he sealed a contract ex¬ 
tension last August which took 
him up to 201S.
